When  Rush  Medical  College  was  reactivated  and  merged  with 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  1969,  those  of  us  who  were  in  on  the  planning 
and  implementation  used  to  refer  to  what  was  happening  as  "an  old  idea  that 
became  new  again."  In  essence,  what  we  had  in  mind  was  the  replication  of  the 
old  idea  that  the  best  education  of  medical  professionals  takes  place  in  an 
environment  where  patient  care  is  the  primary  end,  not  a  by-product.  The 
historical  precedent  in  our  own  case,  of  course,  was  the  approximation  of  this 
ideal  in  the  establishment  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1883  by  Rush  Medical 
College  faculty  for  the  formation  of  future  physicians  in  a  patient  care  setting.

1.  Give  the  anatomical  relations  between  the  hair-follicle,  the  sebaceous  gland,  and  the  muscle,  in 
the  human  skin. 

2.  A  seamstress,  twenty  years  old,  constipated,  anaemic,  and  the  subject  of  amenorrhoea.  applies  for 
relief  on  account  of  a  "cancer".  Her  cutaneous  disease,  which  has  lasted  for  one  year,  is  limited  to 
the  nose,  where  is  a  definitely  outlined  crust,  almost  symmetrically  disposed  over  the  larger  part  of  this 
organ,  dirty-yellowish  in  color,  and  quite  firmly  adherent.  When  removed,  the  surface  beneath  is  scarcely 
reddened,  slightly  pitted,  and  oozing.  She  complains  of  very  little  subjective  sensation,  and  applies  for 
relief  chiefly  on  account  of  the  disfigurement.    Name  the  disease,  and  explain  the  exudation. 

3.  A  married  man,  thirty  years  of  age,  complains  that  while  traveling  in  the  South,  he  contracted 
a  "loathsome  disease"  in  the  bed  of  his  hotel.  He  exhibits  a  palm-sized  patch,  limited  to  the  skin  of  the 
fork  of  the  thighs,  and  extending  slightly  over  the  left  groin.  This  surface  is  of  a  vivid  red  hue,  covered 
by  fine  scales,  slightly  infiltrated,  raised  to  the  extent  of  about  half  a  line  above  the  sound  skin,  and 
especially  distinguishable  at  the  border,  which  is  definable  in  distinct  curves,  the  convexity  of  the  curves 
regarding  the  outer  faces  of  the  thighs,  and  the  anterior  superior  spinous  process  of  the  left  ilium.  He 
complains  of  considerable  itching,  worse  after  retiring  to  his  bed  at  night.  He  is  convinced  of  the 
contagious  character  of  his  malady,  because  his  infant,  who  slept  in  the  same  bed  between  him  and  his 
wife,  exhibits  a  similar  coin-sized  patch  on  the  neck.  Name  the  disease  of  the  father,  and  more  particularly 
its  probable  etiology. 

4.  Give  the  points  of  difference  between  eczema  and  syphilis  of  the  palm  of  the  hand. 

5.  Write  a  prescription. 

{a)    For  twenty   pills  containing  arsenious   acid;    and    beneath,  give   directions   for  their 
administration. 

{b)    For  a  lotion  containing  calamine  and  the  oxide  of  zinc,  to  be  used  upon  an  acutely 
inflamed  skin. 

{c)    For  a  salve  containing  the  oil  of  tar  and  prepared  chalk,  to  be  used  upon  a  chronically 
inflamed  skin.
